The U K coach said: 

“We need a red-shirt program like the rest of the SEC 
but we can’t have one because we don’t have enough boys to 
play our schedule." 

“The average size squad in the S.E.C.,” Collier noted, "is 
90 players; we had 72 out in the Spring.” 

Collier predicted it would bike eight years or belter to re- 
build U.K.’s football fortunes, noting that tbe University never 
bad a greet team until Paul Bear Bryen produced the "Sugar 



Bowl” champions. 

Collier said Kentucky has fewer high schools playing foot- 
ball than any other State in the South— citing this as another 
reason for the void in U K.’s football program

He also noted that the entrance age in Kentucky for school 
age- children is a full year under that of other state*. 

"This mean,” be explained, "that Kentucky high school 
graduates are a younger than those In other States.” As such, 
Collier noted, U.K.'s player «re generally younger than those 
of opposing squads. 

Of junior high football, Collier challenged the public to 
decide whether It is needed in Kentucky, pointing out that other 
States have well developed junior high programs

^hero is a tremendous group 
of Christians who unknowingly 
belong to “Christians Anony- 
mous.” It is true they have no 
formal organization and they! 
have not been aware of their, 
joining, but by their actions, 
they have unwittingly become 
one of them There is every 
reason to agree with the secular 
organizations that they must re- 
main anonymous However, the 
I positiveness of Christianity just 
! as forcibly demands that it must 
be given public demonstration 
and proclamation. Jesus said, 
“ye are my witnesses”; “ye are 
the light of the world”; “ye are 
the servants of all”; “ye are the I 
salt of the earth “ He demands 
that we give the gospel to the 
I whole world; yet what a small | 

1 percentage of Christia.iity is 
carrying out the Saviour's com- 
mand 

It seems we have developed 
an unconscious sense of “let- 
the-other-fellow-do-k.” We de- 
sire the benefits of salvation 
but desire to remain anonymous , 
when it comes to witnessing to 
others. Witnessing and testify- 
ing for Christ is more than mere 
lip-service It demands a Chris 
tian demonstration in daily life, 
whether in the home, factory, 
office or classroom. 

There was a time when the 
little band whom Christ had 
commissioned as disciples found 
themselves belonging to this 
group. 

Their leader had died and 
with His crucifixion their hopes 
had also faded, for they had 
expected Him to free them from 
Roman tyranny and set up a 
literal kingdom. 

I But let us let the beloved 
I apostle tell it in his own words 
as recorded in John 20:19-29 

“Then the same day at eve ! 
ning, being the first day of the 
week, when the doors were shut 
whore the disciples were assem 
bled for fear of the Jews, came 
| Jesus and stood in the midst, i 
and saith unto them. Peace be 1 
unto you. And wheoi he had so I 
said, he shewed unto them his ■ 
hands and his side. Then were | 
the disciples glad, whan they 
saw the Lord Then said Jesus 
to them again. Peace be unto 
you: as my Father hath seoit me, 

I even so send I you. And when 
he h :d said this, he breathed on I 
them, and saith unto them. 
Receive ye the Holy Ghost: 
whosoeevr sins ye remit, they 
are remitted unto them; and 
whosoever sins* ye retain, they 
are retained. But Thomas, one 
of the twelve, called Didymus, 
was not with them when Jesus 
| caune. The other disciples 
i therefore said unto him, We 
have seen the Lord. But he 
said unto them, Except I shall 
see in his hands the print of 
the nails, and put my finger 
into the print of the nails, and 
thrust my hand into his sidei, I 
will not believe. And after eight 
days again his disciples were 
within, and Thomas with them 
then came Jesus, the doors be 
ing shut, and stood in the midst, 
and said, Peace be unto you 
Then saith he to Thomas, Reach 
hither thy finger, and behold 
my hands; and reach hither thy 
hand, and thrust it into my side; 
land be not faithless, but believ- 
ing. And Thomas answered and 
said unto him. My Lord and my 
God. Jesus saith unto him. 
Thomas, because thou hast seen 
me. thou hast believed: blessed 
are they that have not seen, and 
yet have believed ” 



This was the disciples' dark 
day. for faith had given way to 
fear and heartache had crowd- 
ed out hallelujahs. It ia rather 
hard to believe as we study the 
larger live* and deaths of the 
disciples that at one time the 
following statement appeared 
in Scripture,” , . . when the 1 
doors were shut where the dis- 
ciples were assombjftd for fear 
of the Jews.” Can you imagine 
the disciples trembling behind 
closed doors when just so re- 
cently the Master had clearly 
stated. “1 will arise the third 
day”? Coupled with this posi- 
tive promise were the personal 
accounts of women greeted at 
the empty tomb by an angel 
and the race between Peter 
and John to the empty tomb to 
confirm this report Also, He 
had so graciously appeared to 
two disciples on the Emmaus 
Road 

There were several things that 
hindered the disciples and drove 
them behind closed doors. The 
very same basic reasons have 
many disciples behind closed 

today as far as public 
Christian life and testimony are 
concerned These things have 
driven them to the awkward po 
sRion of “Christian Anonym 
ous”. There are love and devo- 
tion in their hearts for Christ; 
yet something is keeping It pent 
up and the results are that 
many who need to see and share 
their devotion are deprived of 
this glorious privilege. 

Today fear is the great robber 
of Christian testimony and 
Christian influence. We are 
surrounded with a world that is 
“fear-conscious.” We are afraid 
of Communism, afraid of super 
weapons, afraid of crippling and 
body-ravaging diseases, afraid 
of Ioosj talk and gossip, afraid 
to live, afraid to die, every con- 
ceivable fear is magnified and 
publicized. 

Many well-meaning Christians 
have unconsciously allowed this 
condition to invade their spir- 
itual lives So get a good look 
it Calvary, it will bring Peace, 
And the Christian Anonymous 
from behind closed doors to 
bless the world.
